Oklahoma City, Oct. 2.—Claiming 
that an attempt had been made to rob 
him and acting as one tired with liquor 
to the verge of insanity, Jno F. Noble, 
a well dressed stranger, shot down 
Geo. Williams, a butcher employed by 
E. J. Phillips, a wholesale butcher, and 
John Thompson, a painter, 116 West 
Third street, in the Stag saloon, 114 
Ni>rth Robinson avenue, at ll:45o’clock 
last night. 
Williams was shot twice 
through the abdomen and Thompson 
once through the abdomen, the deadly 
weapon used being a 38-calibre revol­ 
ver. 
When the man was searched at the 
police station after his arrest over $100 
was found on his person. 
He declared 
chat when they released him from pris­ 
on they had refused to give him any of 
his money. 
When asked where he had 
secured the money found on him at the 
time of his arrest he replied, that it 
had been given him by a European sol­ 
dier, who had taken pity on him and 
lid not want to see him w ithout money. 
Wnen asked a third time whether he 
had shot two men he declared that he 
couldn’t remember, but that he didn’t 
think he dill. 
“ I don’t believe I would 


I do a thing of that kind,” he declared, 
‘‘but I'm not certain, as I might have 
done it. because of the way-you have 
imposed on me here. 
I want to be a 
gentleman; I believe in God and try to 
do what is right.” 
The theory of the police seemed to be 
! that he was suffering from alcoholic 
insanity or delerium tremens but there 
was little about him to indicate the ex­ 
cessive use of intoxicants. 
He was 
not excited and showed no evidence of 
nervousness.

SOME INTERESTING 


GOSSIP FROM GUTHRIE 


G u th r ie, O kla., Oct. 2. 
The recent activity in the republican 
circles and the visits of the Santa Fe 
railway officials and the result of the 
withdrawal of all the constitutional 
delegates of the republicans except 
Henry Asp, brings to mind the work of 
the Santa Fe railroad in the passage of 
the statehood bill. 
It w’as recalled here by a prominent 
citizen ast night that immediately af­ 
ter the statehood bill passed Frank 
Greer, through his paper the State 
Capital, praised Henry Asp very highly 
for the part he took in the framing of 
enabling act and in its passage. It was 
a matter of comment among the men 
from Oklahoma, w’ho worked in Wash­ 
ington during the days when the state­ 
hood bill was being considered, that the 
special agent of the Santa Fe railroad 
was the only man who was able to vi lit 
the congressional committee any time 
day or night, when it was in session. 
In an editorial dated June 20 Frank 
Greer in his paper, which is the Santa 
Fe railway’s organ in this territory, 
stated that to Henry Asp was due the 
provisions of the enabling act. 
It was 
virtually stated by Greei that Henry 
Asp wrote the enabling act. 
In that 
editorial it was also stated that Mr. 
Asp’s ertfienses were not met by Guth­ 
rie, so it is to be presumed, of course 
he was there as the attorney of the 
Santa Fe railway and that in dictating 
the provisions of the enabling act, we 
have it on Mr. Greer’s authority that 
the Santa Fe railway wrote the enab­ 
ling act for Oklahoma. 
It is easy to 
understand why the great injustice of 
placing election machinery in the hands 
of the corporation tools in this Terri­ 
tory wa done. 
Every judge in Oklohoma and Indian 
Territory ow’es his appointment to the 
interests of the railroads of Oklahoma. 
When the Santa Fe railroad dictated 
the provision of the enabling act 
it 
placed its own tools at the head of the 
election machinery of the new state. 
The injustice that has been done the 
people was done by the Santa Fe rai l- 
way for the purpose of enabling the 
railroad corporations to write the con­ 
stitution. 
It is not much wonder that 
Henry 
Asp, Sante Fe representative, is now 
candidate for the constitutional con­ 
vention. 
It is not surprising that the 
Santa Fe officials have been congre­ 
gated in Guthrie, 
and money being 


poured in there to provide for the elect­ 
ion of their ^preservative, who accord­ 
ing to Frank Cree r wrote enabling 
aet. 
Having dictated the the provisions 
of the enabling act in the National 
congress, it is no presumption on the 
part of the Santa Fe railway, with the 
assistance of the other railroads of the 
state to demand the right to make the 
constitution. 
This is the exact situation in Okla­ 
homa today. 
It comes from the best 
corporation source of the state, the 
Santa Fe railway’s organ, who^e ed­ 
itor is Frank Greer, owmed and con­ 
trolled by Henry Asp. 
It is known that these corporations 
are ready to spend a million dollars if 
necessary to make it possible for Henry 
Asp to write the constitution. 
It is to be a fierce fight between the 
Sante Fe railway, backed by the other 
corporations 
of the state, and the 
people. 
Every effort is being made to 
prejudice the people againat the demo­ 
crats, and it will be the chief aim of 
those corporations from this day on 
until the election to throw sand in the 
eyes of the people, while they carry out 
their game to make it possible to con­ 
tinue their policy for wholesale rob­ 
bery.

The large estimate of 
damage so far is 3<M),000 hales, but the 
storm warnings posted on the l>oard 
showing a barometer of 25.7 together 
with a light frost at Abilene, Texas, on 
the edge of the western cotton belt, 
will have a tendency to steady and sus­ 
tain the quotations until after the two 
government reports are read tomorrow. 
One of these will be probably mo*e or 
less bullish. 
Miss Giles’ report of con­ 
ditions during the last two weeks put 
the present condition down at 72.1, 
against 73.5 two w’ceksago, showing a 
decline of 1.4 points for the past two 
weeks and of 6.4 points for the past 
month. 
Her report compares with 66.4 
one year ago. 
At the close of the future market the 
tone was called firm. 
December was 
55 points higher than the closing for 
Saturday at 10.07c.
